Webber Elementary continues in the role of one the finest
schools in Richland School District One.

Again, our students progressed academically by earning
both a Gold and a Silver Palmetto Award for student
achievement. Our Silver award was for the school’s
Absolute Report Card Rating and the Gold Award was in
recognition of the school moving from a Good to an
Excellent Report Card Rating in Academic Growth on our
2011-2012 School Report Card. Additionally, as a Title
One school, our students ranked #3 in student progress in
the district, continuing to rank in the top ten during the past
few years.

Our school promoted the process learning of the Science
Fair by involving the entire school in the projects this year.
As a result of this five year practice, our Science Fair
entries won first place in the district and placed in the top 3
in the regional competition. We also have an increasing
number of students being selected for the MEGSSS
program and again numerous students selected for the
Duke TIP program of high achieving students. Not
surprisingly, our students continue to live up to our high
expectations for each of them.

The parents, PTA, SIC, and our business partnerships
continues to be a source of unwavering support for the
school.
